HE acknowledged obje& of a 
Newfpaper being to inflrud as well as amufe ; 
and as a moft certain way to enfirud 1s to di- 
ret men to view their fimpleft and moft 
common aétions, I fend you a few obferva- 
tions, wifhing only to direét to the weakei 
part and not ineaning to wound.

But as this appears in fo many differentforms, 
the tafk would be endlefs to point out the one 
half. It will be fufficient to my prefent pur- 
pofe to mention a few inftances which are fa- 
miliar to me from their frequency. 

Every perfon who has ever feen Eusrpius, 
knows the ridicule he brings on himfelf by in- 
ceffantly playing with his watch-chain ; and 
yet I fufpeét he has never thought how auk- 
ward it appears. Can it be poflible a perfon 
of his good fenfe will be at all this pains to 
make people notice his wearing a watch ? 

I need not tell how vain of a certain man- 
ner the once pretty Lavinia has become, 
fince told of her improvements while at the 
dancing {chool. 

Decmaricus was bred ina circle of Poli- 
ticians, but does not appear to poffefs greater 
qualifications for a fiatefman than other men 
of but ordinary opportunities, However he 
has caught fomet!ing of their manner, and 
has the vanity to think himfelf “ adequateto 
the management of any public bufinefs.”” He 
is bent on enlghienmg his triends—and 
takes pains to * procure early and correét 
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| information of every proceeding of our Gov- 
‘ ernment for their inftruétion,’”—But, did he 
not invidioufly rail at ali our beft men in of- 


fice, he would have paffed unnoticed by

HE Meffage obferves that “in our care 

of the public contributions entrufted 

to our direction, it would be prudent to mul- 
tiply barriers againft the diffipation of public 
money, appropriating {pecific furns to cvery 
{pecific purpofe, /ufceptible of defination ; 
by difallowing all applications of money-va- 
rying from the appropriation in object, or tran- 
fcending it in amount, by reducing the unde- 
fined field of contingencies, and thereby cir- 
cumfcribing difcretionary power over mon- 
ey, and by bringing back toa {ingle depart- 
ment all accountabilities for money where the 
examination may be prompt, eflicacious and 
uniform.” In this recommendation we can 
be at no lofs to difcover additonal proof ot 
a deliberate defign in the prefent Chief Ma- 


| giftrate to arraign the former adminiftrations. 


All thefe fuggettions imply in them a former 
either negligent or defeétive attention to the 
obje&ts recommended ; fome of them go 
further and infinuate that there had been at 
leaft a departure from corre¢t plans which 
had before been inflituted. The cenfure in- 
tended to be conveyed is as unjuft as the 
conceptions which have dittated it, are crude 
and chimerica]. In all matters of this nature 
the queftion turns upon the proper bounda- 
ries of the precautions to be obferved ; how 
tar they ought to go; where they fhould 
fiop; how much is neceffary for fecwrity, 
and order; what qualifications of general 
rules are to be admitted to adapt them to 
pra€tice, and to attain the ends of the public 
fervice. It is certainly poflible to do too 
much as well as too little ; to -embar- 
rafs, if not defeat the good which may be 
done, by attempting more than is pra€licable ; 
or to overbalance that good by evils accruing 
from an excefs of regulation, Men of bufi- 
ne{fs know this to be the cafe in the ordinary 
affairs of lite ; how much more mutt it be fo, 
in the extenfive and complicated concerns of 
an Empire? To reach and not to pafs the 
falutary medium is the province of found 
judgment : To mifs the point will ever be 
the lot of thofe who, enveloped ail their lives 
in the mifts of theory, are conftantly feeking 
for an ideal perfection which never was and 
uever will be attainable in reality. It %« 
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about this medium, not about general princi- 
cee that thofe in power in our government 
} 


ave differed; and to experience, not to the 
malevolent ‘nfinuations of rivals; muft be the 
appeal, whether the one or the other defcrip- 
tion of perfons have judged moft accurately. 

Yet difcerning men may form no imperfeét 
opinion of the merits of the controv erfy be- 

tween them, by even a curfory view of the 
diftinctions on which it has turned, 

Nothing, for inflance, is-more juft or prop- 
er than the pofition that the Legiilature ought 
to appropriate fpecific fums, for {pecific pur- 
pofes ; ; but nothing is more wild or of more 

snésnvenieniten: lency than to attempt to ap- 
propriate ‘a fpecific {um for each fpecific 
purpofe, /u/ceptible of definition,” as the 
Meffage prepolteroufly recommends. Thus 
(to take a familiar example) in providing for 
the tranfportation of an army ; eats and hay 
for the fubfiftence of horfes, are each fufcep- 
tible of a definition, and an eftimate, and a 
precife fum may be appropriated, for cach 
fepar ately ; yet in the operations of an army, 
it will often happen that more than a fufh- 
cient quantity of the one article may be ob- 
tained and not a fufficient quantity of the oth- 
er: If the appropriations be diftinét, andthe 
officer who is to make the provifion be not at 
liberty to divert the fund from one of thefe 
efts to the a) (as the dotirine ot the

It might 
happen that the bad Inefs of roads would 1 injure 
the waggons of the army more than was anti- 
cipated, and fo much more as to exhauft the 
fpecific fund appropriated for their repairs ; 

it might alfo have happened from various 
caufes that at an earlier pe riod of the campaign, 
the confumption of forage had been lefs than 
was calculated, fo that there*was a furplus ot 
the fund deflined for this objet: If in fuch 
a cafe the public Agent could not transfer 
that furplus to the repairs of the waggons ; 
here in like manner, the motions of the army 
might be fufpended, and in the event famine 
and ruin produced, 

This analyfis might be purfued, fo as to 
prove that fimilar evils are infeparable from 
a much more qualified application of the prin- 
ciple in the meffage, and fo to demonttrate 
that nothing more can fafely or reafonably be 
attempted, than to diftribute the nublic ex- 
pences, into a certain number of convenient 
fub-divifions or departments; to require from

_for the officer, charged with a 





the proper officers, eflimates of the items, 
which are to compofe each head of'ex pence, 
and after examining thefe with due care, to 
adapt the appropriations to the refpedtive ag- 
gregates ; applying a fpecific fum to the 
amount of each great fub-divifion :—the pay 
of the army ; military ftores ; quarter-mafter 
ftores ; &c. &c. This with even more de- 
tail than could well be executed, has been 
uniformly done, under the paft adminiftra- 
tions of the prefent government, from the very 
beginning of its proceedings. More will in 
the experiment be found impracticable and 
injurioys ; ; elpecially in feafons and in fitua- 
tions, whet the public fervice demands ac- 
tivity and exertion. In like manner,. the 
former praétice of the government, has cor- 
refponded with the rule, taken in its true and 


juft fenfe, of ‘* difallowing all applications of 


money, varying from the appropriation In 
objeét, or tranfcending it in amount. It is 
confidently believed, that whoever fhall al- 
ledge or infinuate the contrary, 4 be chal- 
lenged to point out the inftay in which 
money has been iffued from the Treafury for 
any purpofe \ which was not fanétioned by 
regular appropriations, or which exceeded 
the appropriated amount; or where there 
was an expenditure of money allowed, that 
was not ftriét!y within the limits of fuch an 
appropriation ; except indeed, upon the im. 
pra€itcabl e idea of minutely feparating, and 
diftinguifhi ing the items which form the ag- 
gregate of fome general h read of expenditure. 
It is Itkewile material, to have it well un- 
derf{lood, that generally {pe aking, the diflinc- 
tion between the appropriations tor different 
objeéts, can only be firict!y obferved at the 
Treafury itfelf; which can eafily take care 
that more money fhall not go out for any 
purpofe, than is authorifed by law ; and can 
fee tat this money is fairly expended b ry the 
proper ofhcer, in conformity w th the gener- 
al {pirit of the appropri jation pre {cribed by 
the law.

BLOODY NEWS. 

| Capt. Rogers, arrived at Baltimore on the 2nd ioft, 
from Cape Francois, which he left on the 14th Feb. 
ruary, furnifhes the following melancholy account :-—~ 


“ ft appears that a divifion of the Fren:h fleet,confif- 
ing of fourteen fail of fhips of the line, and eleven o:her 
fhips of war, with about 20,cco men, arr.ved off the 
Cape on the 3d of February, when negociations were 
entered into by the commandantson each fide, as to tne 
terms on which the one party were to be permitted to 
land, and the tenure on which the other were to hold 
their liberty and prowerty. During thefe negociations 
general Le Clerc refufed to recognife any fuch tharaQer 
as a governor in the Ifland, whofe fantion, it was pre- 
tended by the biacks, was wanting to permit him toland. 
This impolitic flep immediately ronf.d the fufpicions of 
the negroes, who peremprorily forbade him to land, and 
th eatened, if force were ufed,to repel it by force--to 
_ fire the town, and murder the whites. On the eves 
|| ning of the following day, one of the fhips hove in near 
|| fhore,and was fired on by the battery with red-hot fhot ; 
|| which wasat the fame time the fignal for the conflagra- 

tion of the town.” Fire and faggots lighted up the 
flames in many places at the fame time, and the place, 
|| during the nigh’, exhibited a fcene of horror and def-
